fice of Chriſt ) fball pleaſe the Lord better than 
all che Sacrifices under the Law, which were 
but Types of him, who ts the great ard moſt 
acceptable Sacrifice 3 and therefore he puts 
down 1nſtar cmntum, an Ox or Ballock, the moſt 
chargeable of their Sacrifices. 

From hence you may ſee, It doth not reſpeCt 
his mode of praiſing God, bu: the matter -of it, 
the Sacrifice of Chriſt. 

[ have now replied to all thoſe ways by which he 
hath attempted fo prove their mode of flnging 
a natural or moral Duty, and have ſhewn you,

And that it is one thing what their work may 
be in a Perſonal and Family-relation, 12 reſpect 
of the Duty required in this Text, aid 2nother 
thing to extend the Exhortation fo far as to 
make it a Church-Ordinance, which be can ric- 
ver do from theſe words, becauſe they arc £x- 
horied to tpeak to themiclves, and to ting, and 
to make melody in their hearts to ihe Lord. 
Not that I ſuppoſe there was no Gift in the 
Primitive Chuich for finging forth the praites 
of God in their Afſemblties, for in i Cor. 14. 
we have both a Direction and Example; aud 
becauſe it 15 ſo wel} expreſt by ihole eminent 
Servants oi Cnriit, and of his Church, Mr. X«f- 
fia and others, 1n their ſerious Anſwer againſt 
finging in Rhime, with cor joined voices, accord- 
ing to the vulgar practice of ic, I ſhall deit- 
ver my ſelf in their words: * We find ac-

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Gift of the Holy Spirit, (1 will fing with the 
Spirit ) ſo it was delivered for the Edificati- 
on of the whole, as the Gifr of Tangues and 
other Gifts were in ther day, of which we have 
an Inſtance in As 2. 4. And thiy were all filled 
r:i:h the !foly Ghoſt, and began to ſpeak, with orher 
Tongec;, as rhe Spirit gave tvem utter ance. 

And wherceſozrer God ſhall beſtow this Gite 
upon any one, he will not need their moſical 
Notes, as Cruiches to enable him to exprels the 
mind of the Spirit by, for the Edihcattion cf the 
Church. 

But as our Brethren believe they may Preach 
without ſuch an extraordinary Gift, and are to 
do it according to this General DireCtion, one 
by one, ſo | believe we may praiſe God in an 
acceptable manner, according to the Gifts we 
have received, one by one, without any {ct form 
of words. 

© But, ſaith he, we find a third Apoſtolical 
© Injunction of this Duty in the Epiſtle to tbe 
* Colofſians, Chap. 3. 16. where all that are com- 
© manded to have the Word of Crit dwell richly 
© in them, are alſo requircd To reach and admoniſh 
© one another in Pſalms, Hymns, and Spiritual Songs, 
* aid 10 fing —— to the Lord. 

Here Mr. Allen hath again left out theſe fol- 
lowing words, With Grace in your hearts, 1 con.

And this muit needs be a preat truth, 
becauſe Chriſt is the only Law-piver to bis 
Church ; God hath appointed him to be Head 
over all things to the Church : All power is given 
to him as Mediator in Heaven and Earth, we 
are to hear him 1a ail things whatſoever he hath 
laid ; ##s ſheep hear his voice, and a ſtranger thty 
will no: follow, for they know not the voice of ftirancer: 
We are tocontend tor that Faith (and no other) 
which was once GCeiivered to the: Saints, nOC 
what bath becn ſince brought in by hamanrc in- 
ventian, under the pretence of Dece icy and 
Order; for we are not to add to his Wards, 
leſt he reprove us, and we be fourd Liars. 

It was the high Commendation of the Church 
at Cormth, | hat they kept the Ordinances, as Paid 
had delivered them, and that they followed him 
therein, as tie followed Chriſt, and we are to 
walk ſo, as we have them for an Example. 
Away therefore with all this pretence of De- 
cency and Order, where we have neither com- 
mand nor Example for our Guide, as there is 
none in all the Holy Scripture for this mode 
of ſinging which they have fet up. 

But 1 hope it is not yet ſo bad with them 
as it was with that Enemy of the Chriitian Re- 
iigion, Seruel Parker, D. D. and iate Biſhop 
of Oxford, io ſay as he doth in his Fecl. Poluy, 
P49. 179. © That all the pious Villantes that ever 
© have diſturbed the Chriſtiana World, have 
** ſheltered themſelv& ia this grand Maxime, that 
© Jeſus Chriſt is the only Law-maker ro his 
*Church. And alſo oppoies the Maxime it feif. 
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But however, they may (if the Grace of God 
Co not prevent) come 1a time to be of his mind : 
For | perceive, they do not own that Chriſt hath 
made ſuthcient proviſion for his Church, by 
Laws of his own making, bat hath left the modes 
of Worſhip to the diſcretion of the major part 
of Mr. Ales Congregation, _to be done decent- 
Iy and in order, accarding to their agreement. 
And if Mr. Aer, or any of his five Champions, 
wiil oppoſe the Mazime it ſelf, Cas all Will 
worſhippers are forced todo) | am of Opinion, 
whatever apprehbenſions they may have of their 
own Abilities, they are no way competceut to 
diſprove this Foundation-priiciple ot the Go- 
{pel. 

{t's true, all political worldly Government 
conſiſts in the exerciſe of Principles of Natural 
Right, and their juſt application to Times, 
Ages, Perſors,and Occaſional Occurrences,where- 
in Mens Eale and Profit (not their Conſciences) 
are Concerned. But in the Worſhip of God 
things are quite otherwiſe, for they have a 
regard to the plealing of God, and to Man's 
Eternal Felicity. | 

The former indeed, as they refpect Civil 
Government, are liabie io alterations, accord- 
ing to the various circumitances of Perſons, 
Times and Places. 

But the mtrers of divine inſtiiuted” worſhip 
being ſpiricual, and depending only upon the 
will of the Law-giver, and his Acceptatiou of 
the Perſons and Services of the Worſhippers, 
are nQt capable of any hunfane Variation whate 
focver: They have no reſpcft to Chmates, 
Cuſtoms, Forms of civii Government, or any 
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other thing of the like nature : For the wo:- 
ſhip of G2d under the Goſpel is ( and ovght 
to be) the ſame at all times, ia all pleces, a- 
mongſt all People, in all Nations: And the or 
der of it is fix*d and determined in all par- 
ticylars that belong unto It. 

And Jet not any { clpectally our Brethren 
pretend the contfary, who have ſeparated from 
other Ch:i-ches for their Innovations in raat- 
tr of worthip, until they can, give an 1nfſtance 
vt any ſuch defett in the Iiſtitations of Chriſt, 
as that the worſhip of God cannot be carried 
6n, nor his Church goverred and edified, with- 
ont an addition of ſomething of their own for 
the Supply thereof, which therefore ſhould and 
would b2 neceſſary to that end, antecedeat un- 
to its addition : And when they have fa done. 
{ will ſubſcribe to their mode of ſinging, or 
any other thing they ſhall ſo add.

Likewiſe Mr. Keach's Learned Hand, at the 
end of his Breacn Repaired, when he hath re- 
cited Mr. Marion”'s words, that bymno ligni- 
fied c5:qucror, to compiin, and that bymnein 
Was Put for :amertari, to lament, which he cites 
ont of Conftarice's Greek Lexicon, he ſaith, this 
I readily allow, and (itI am not milinformed ) 
this is Mr. Wi[$am Collins, one of his five Learned 
Champions, who have ſet their hagds in com- 
mendation of \\ir.

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I could cite many other Teſtimonies, if there

Thirdly, If they cannot prove it, then all thoſe 
Ciurches were under an utter impoſſibility -of 
ſinging them ic Rhime, as they row do, ailtho? 
they tell us 'tis a moral duty, and ſa the duty 
of all the men in the World, 

Fo&thly, This Conſideration alone renders all- 
they have ſaid for their prattiſe doubtful, un- 
*i! they have proved it, and till then we ſhall 
forbear to praCtiſe it.

If therefore our Brethren will ſtand by bi;

And they ſung a New Song, 
ſaying, Thou art worthy to tate the book, and to 
2pen the Scals thereof , for thou waſt ſlain, and haſt 
redeemed ws to God by thy blood, oc of every kin- 
ared, and tougue, and people, and Nation ; and baſt 
rade us unto our God Kings and Prieſts, and we ſhall 
. veign on the Earth, Rev. Ig. 3, 4. And they ſarg 
r-xe Song of Moſes, the Seryant of God, and the Song 
cf the Lamb, ſaying, Great and Marvellous are 
thy works, Lora God Almighty ;, Tuſt and true are 
tby ways, thou King of Saints. Who hail not fear 
'vee, O Lord, and glorifie thy Name, for thou only 
art boly ; for all Nations ſhatl come and worſhip be- 

fore thee, for thy Tudoments are made manifeſt. 

Here are ſeveral things to be obſerved : 

1. That theſe are called Songs, 
2. That the matter of them arc Praiſes to God, 
and to the Lamb. 


3- That they are in Proſe, and not in REime, 
and yet called Songs. 

4. We may from hence infer, that ſuch a Afoae 
of praiſing Gol is a [inoing of his Praiſe in 2 tree and 
proper ſenie, or elſe theſe could not be calied Songs. 

5. It 1s therefore mf evident, that when we 
pratſe God in Proſe, after the beſt manner we can, 
it's as «cceprable a Sacrifice to God as the beſt Mu-

with the biobeſt accepration from him. through the 
Imerceſſun of Chriſt.
